1. The Examiner's Amendment 

In the Notice of Allowability, dated 22 September 2004, the Examiner set forth an 
Examiner's Amendment, which was agreed to in a telephone interview with Barbara 
McClung, attorney of record, on 14 September 2004. Claims 5, 23, 32, 15, 24, 26, 30 and 33 
were amended. 

The following amendments to the claims are set forth relative to the claims as 
amended by the Examiner in the Notice of Allowability. 

2. Overview of the Amendments to the Claims. 

Claims 1-7 and 10-36 are pending and allowed in the application. Claims 1, 15 , 26, 
and 36 are amended herein without prejudice or disclaimer. After entry of this amendment, 
claims 1-7 and 10-36 are pending. 

The amendments to the claims are presented herein below (after the signature page) 
in the section titled "Amendments to the Claims." 

Claim 1 is amended to conform the punctuation of the claim with the punctuation of 
claims 15 and 26. 

Claim 15 is amended to make the language "the series of glucose measurement 
values" consistent with the rest of the claim. 

Claim 26 is amended as follows to clarify the language of the claim: "control a 
sensing mechanism to obtain a series of raw signals at selected time intervals, wherein the 
raw signals aro each raw signal is related to an amount or concentration of glucose in a 
subject." Support for this amendment can be found throughout the specification, for 
example, at the following location: page 3, lines 1-19. Claim 26 is also amended to make 
the language "the series of glucose measurement values" consistent with the rest of the claim. 
Claim 26 has been amended to replace the commas at the ends of each claim section with 
semicolons. 

Claim 36 is amended as set forth below. Support for the amendment to claim 36 can 
be found throughout the specification, for example, at the following location: page 2, lines 
25-26; page 6, lines 18-22; and page 31, line 1, to page 34, line 24. 
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Accordingly, no new matter has been added by way of this amendment and the entry 
thereof is respectfully requested.
